Yet a further stagein the pro- 
gress of St. Paul’s College will 
be marked on Monday next when 
His .Excellency the Governor 


will open the new Hostel building’ 


in Upper Albert Road. It was 
announced some time ago that 
this extension was being embark- 
ed upon and it must be gratifring 
not only to those intimately con- 
nected with the College but to 
all who are interested in the 
cause of eductation that the work 
has now seen completion. 

In connection with the event, 
a short history ‘of the College 
has just been published and 
makes interesting. reading. It 
tells how the College was fonnd- 
ed in 1849 by the Rev. Vincent 
Stanton, the first Colonial Chap- 
lain to Hongkong, and goes on 
to detail its growth. The first 
extension was in 1911 and the 
second in 1913. In 1916 a Hostel 
was opened in Caine Road and 
there are mow several. branch 
schools, one being in Hollywood 
Road, one at Abardeen, one at 
Yanumati and another at Shekki. 


The present extension scheme | 


includes the Hostel'which is to be 
opened on Monday, a large ball, 
a gymnasium, a-library and 
additional classrooms, The total

At 9.30 last night, a telephone 
message was received by tho 
Police from Mr. R. Baker Acting 
Manager of the Kow 
Railway, to the effect that two 
hours previously a watchman of 
the Company was stabbed by anf 
unknown person in his hut at the

The Police proceeded there and 
found the man tying ina dying 
condition, in his bed, resulting 
from a number of wounds inflicted 
on his person.

St Johns, N. F—The ‘British 
schooner Selene. arrived here 
after battling a hurricane off Cape 
Race, with the captain issuing or- 
ders despite the fact that his leg 
wascrushed.

CHINESE DEVELOPMENTS. 

Jn China there is’ now every 
sign of great development being 
made in the adoption of motor 
craft on all the rivers and canals 
in the ‘country. Some of the 
rivers, such as the Yangtze, are 
navigable for several hundred 
miles,and practically all the trans- 
port is carried out by. vessels on 
these rivers. Owing to the ercel- 
lent organisation of several of the 
oil producing companies, paraffin 
and crude oil are available 
throughout China at low prices 
and in very: la ;e quantities. 
Coal, on the other hand, which-is 
now obtained largely from Japan, 
costs between £5 and £6 per ton, 
sothat the saving effected be using 
motor craft instead of steamers is, 
found to be bett ren 50 and 75 per 
cent. and ofter. more. ~ Several 
large motor river craft fitted with 
engines upto 400 b.b.p. have re- 
cently.been put into commission, 
and, in view of the demand, two 
large Chinese engineering firms 
are now turning out a hot-bulb 
engine for this work, based upon 
European design. One of the 
largest vessels so engined. is the 
Kwong Lee Loy. which was built 
by the Kwong Tuck Cheong Co., 
Hongkong, who also constructed 
the -two six-cylinder motors of 
300 b.h.p.. These engines are said 
to have given very good tesults, 
and large numbers of similar and 
smallsetsarenow under construc- 
tion for installation in coastal 
and river craft.. In Japan still 
more progress is being made in 
the installation of oil engines in 
sessels up to 2,000 tons, several 
of which are now trading between 
Japan and “the west~ coast of 
America. Workshops have been 
specially laid out by firms in Kobe 
and Tokyo for the manufacture of

The“ good cheer” that is 
éngenderad by drinking good 
coffee is not merely a psycholozic- 
al thing, but is du3 to the factthat 
coffee is a stimulant, ona of the 
few which giva a bracing effect. 


The preparation of coffee is a 
serious matter and subject torules 
which must not be infringed. 


The coffee berry, which is us- 
ually purchased roasted and ready 
for grinding, is mske up of fibrous 
cells visible under the . micras- 
cope, and in these is stored the 
whole valus of coffea, tha aromatic” 
oils.
